According to Covas Sc Schnack (19l*7) the chrctnosctne number in 
this species is 36 (x - 9). The corollas are said to have been 
"white" on Krapovickas , Crlst6bal , Mroginski , & Fernandez 22320 Sc 
221*36 . They found the plant in flower in October and November. 

Barbour and his associates (1971*) report that this plant forms 
0.8 percent of the groundcover in Larrea associations in Mendoza. 
Troncoso (1971*) cites Krisbohm 211 from Chubut in the San Isidro 
herbarium.
